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DIVIDED AUTHORITY 


While parliament has been considering a bill 
to bring all kinds of transportation agencies 
under more or less federal control, a highway 
board has been formed to take complete control 
of commercial vehicles operating on Alberta 
provincial highways.

Now that fhe highways have entered into 
competition with the railways, to an extent that 
affects the earnings and self-dependence of the

Acute appendicitis refers to an acute inflam- 
mation of the appendix and may develop with 
dramatic suddenness. However, it is necessary 
to remember that appendicitis is almost invar- 
iably preceded by constipation and colitis, or 
inflammation of the colon. The acute attack only 
appears to develop suddenly 
and in reality, the stage has 
been set long before. 

At the onset of the attack, 
the pain will appear to rise in 
some other part of the abdo- 
men ana it is only later that it 
settles down in the lower right 
side. After it has localized 
around the appendix, it may 
appear to be of a severe, col- 
icky nature. The abdomen will be distended 
and the muscles over the intestine will be tensed 
The coated tongue, nausea and refusal of food 
all add to the characteristic picture. Any type of 
food will be sufficient to start a stabbing pain 
in the appendix because of the increased peris- 
talsis induced. Even a drink of water may in- 
crease the distress 

These symptoms are generally present in a 
true acute inflammation of the appendix, but it 
is quite common to make a quick diagnosis of 
appendicitis when any severe abdominal pain is 
present, especially if it is on the right side. 
Sometimes the diagnosis is incorrect, and the 
patient is suffering from colitis instead of from 
appendicitis

A higher tax on 
corporations such as banks rail- 
ways, insurance companies, gas and 
power companies, ete. hailed 
with delight by the average man 
because he iy under the delusion 
that such levies fall upon the rich 
to the advantage of the poot he 
budget brought down by Mr, Solon 
Low is, in intention at least, a poor 
man's budget, and Mr. Solon Low is 
entitled to full credit for his good 
intentions. But the way to the hell 
of economic depression is paved 


with good intentions, and the whole 
world is in travail because so many 
public men have a zeal of God but 
not according to knowledge 


Taxes on corporations and com- 
panies, large and small, must have 
either one or two consequences. In- 
sofar as they can be passed on to 
consumers, they fall upon the gen- 
eral public. The corporations merely 
become tex collecting agencies for 
the government Insofar as they 
cannot be passed on to consumers 


they tend to reduce profits, infli ct 
deficits, compel retrenchment, re- 
duce wages and lead to the dis- 
charge of men and women from 
employment. Moreover they tend to 
check investment of money, de- 
prive initiative of opportunity and 
leave our young men and women 
with no outlet for their services 
The rich share in the general loss 


only to the extent of losing poten- 
tial gains. The general public suf- 
fers unemployment, low wages and 
economic frustration. Its losses are 
not potential but are a bitter act 
ality.

Consider for instance the erfect 
on the’general public of taxes levied 
on banks. The taxes increase bank- 
ing costs and compel restriction of 


banking service. Large numbers of 
branch bz have been closed 
during the past six or seven years 
as a means of escaping loss. As a 
result hundreds of bank clerks are 
walking the streets unable to find 
employment. But this only one 
of a long sequence of evils. What 


is the effect on a community which 
is thus deprived of chartered bank- 


ing facilities? The district has to 
revert to the most costly form of 
banking known to business experi- 
ence, i.e., the banking service rend- 
ered by the country merchant It 
is not generally known that more 
than one half of the banking on 
the North American continent is 
done, not by the recognized banks, 
but by storekeepers. And it is in- 
efficient, costly, and unsatisfactory. 
The chartered banks have 4 


smoothest working, most highly 

ficient, and least costly mechanism 
known to the business world. It is 
an instrument of precision. And it 
is a serious blow to any community 
which is deprived of its advantages 
by ill-advised taxation. Whether 
taxation which is levied on banks 
is motivated by animus against the 
financial power or by zeal for the 
victims of a bad economic system 
makes no difference to the ults, 
Under Circumstances Now Existing 
the sufferers are Not the big shots 
of high finance but the masses who 
squirm in the welier of frustration

Similarly, corporation taxes 
proposed in the new budget will 
create or sirengthen certain ten- 
dencies. They will discourage in- 
vestment in Alberta They will 
confront industry with added ob- 
Stacles. They wil] curtail the util- 


ization of the factors of production. 
The infliction of such taxes will not 
cause the rich to forego a single 
meal or deny themselves thei 
usual game of golf, And there would 
be no social gains even if they had 
that effect, But they most assured- 
ly tend to increase unemployment 
and accentuate all the evils already
